A  white  apron,  white 
collar  and  a  small  three  cornered  cap, 
with  a  colored  bow  of  ribbon  to  match 
the  frock  or  one  of  blaak  Velvet  ribbon 
a»  preferred. 

After  8  p.  m.  *  woi  trees  should  be 
dreeeed  in  a  perfectly  plain  frock  of 
black  mohair,  tot  most  trim  and  well 
>tted,  white  linen  tamed  over  oollar 
'  coflk,  a  white  upron  and  a  cap.  Tbe 
aprons  lire  novJkuadd  te  reach  within 
about  eight  inch**  of  tbe  bottom  of  the 
skirt  and  are  leas  full  than  is  a 
apron.  These  nprnns  are  susceptible  of 
much  trimming,  tucks  and  embroidery.

idcouut.  It  is  larger  l  ban  those  uni  ver¬ 
ily  worn  in  America,  although  small - 
■than  those  worn  ly  an  infant's  none,

a  full  crown  and  a  ru filed  edge,  and  a 
k  bow  is  worn  ou  the  point  in  front, 
waitress'  hair  should  never  be  fanri- 
lly  arranged  when  on  duty,  but  neat¬ 
ly  turned  back  off  the  fhee  ot  ported. 
Curls  or  bangs  are  not  permissible. 

Oar*  at  Wood*n  Floor*. 

There  are  various  ways  at  .renting 
wood  floors,  but  the  best  way  is  to  wax 
them.  Many  preparations  ore  sold  ready 
for  use,  bat  if  one  happens  to  I*  Where 
these  are  not  readily  procurable  tbe  fol¬ 
lowing  polish  is  mid  to  make  a  good 
substitute : 

Cut  common  white  beeswax  into  thin 
shavings  and  ponr  turpentine  over  until 
Well  oovered.  Let  the  preparation  stand 
overnight,  by  which  time  the  beeswax 
Will  be  soft.  Stir  it  into  a  smooth  panto 
aud  add  turpentine  until  it  is  tbd  con¬ 
sistency  of  thin  cream.  It  is  then  ready 
for  use.  Before  applying  wipe  the  floor 
clean  with  a  dry  cloth,  and  if  the) 
on  it  take  them  off  will 

to  put  eu  bot  little  at  a  time,  ini - 

to  avoid  a  surfeit  of  stickiness.  Rab  the 
Iiolish  well  into  the  wood  with  •  rough 
piece  of  flannel  until  it  shines  like  fur¬ 
niture.  Unless  the  ftoos  suffers  rough 
usage  it  will  remain  ttetfiht  fur  six 
months.  Dust  it  by  patting  a  pb'ce  of 
flannel  over  the  hrooin  and  sweeping. 
If.  after  long  use  and  ninny  waking*, 
the  floor  should  seem  sticky  and  ditty, 
clean  it  with  turpentine. 

Home  people  prei’er  simply  to  oh  a 
floor.  An  oiled  floor  should  be  gone  over 
every  week  or  two.  Even  then  the  dust 
sticks  to  it,  and  it  soon  beootne*  dull. 
If  anything  other  thau  wax  is  dssired, 
it  is  better  to  oil  and  then  varnish  tbe 
floor.  Another  means  of  polishing  is  to 
apply  a  coating  of  sise,  followed  by  one 
of  w  alnnt  or  oak  stain  nod  subsequent¬ 
ly  by  a  third  coating  of  varnish.  In  any 
case  let  the  polish  harden  for  24  hour* 
before  the  floor  is  used. 

Scrubbing  by  Machinery 

Somebody  has  invented  a  maohina  to 
scrub  the  floors  of  houses.  As- described 
in  The  Industrial  World,  this  machine 
is  something  like  a  lawn  mower  and 
runs  on  four  wheels.  Above  the  two 
front  wheels  is  a  tank  which  contain* 
clean  water  that  may  of  coarse  be  boat¬ 
ed  if  necessary.  The  water  is  suppbed 
to  rotary  brushes  at  the  bottom  of  the 
machine,  and  these,  revolving  in  an  op- 
pomte  direction  to  tbe  motion  of  the 
machine  itself,  scrub  the  floor.  Hie  dirt 
and  water  are  carried  into  another  tank 
er  the  two  back  wheels. 

The  wiping  apparatus  oouaista  of  on 
endless  band  of  absorbent  material  mode 
especially  for  the  purpose.  This  band  ia 
pressed  on  tbe  floor  by  rotary  brushes 
so  that  tbe  cloth  aooommodatra  itself 
to  the  inequalities  of  the  floor.  The 
cloth  is  rinsed  and  squeezed  out  auto¬ 
matically  os  it  leaves  tbe  floor  and  pass¬ 
es  through  the  tank  at  tbe  hook.  It  is 
not  neoessary  to  swesp  tbe  floor  before
